Mr. J. P. Withrow submitted the follow- 
ing communication : 

Victoria, B.C , Sept. 10, 1891. 
To the Manor a ml Aldermen of the Municipal 
Council, fictorta. 

Gentlemen-.— Following up tho intorviow 
thut you wuro ploaeed to uxtond mo somo few 
days ago rolativo to my proposal to secure tho 
establishment of a plant for the manufacture 
of iron and stool in your midst, 1 beg to submit 
for your consideration the followiug mutters 
and facts : 

. It has boon doflnitol/nscertnlned beyond any 
doubt that Vancouver island is possessed of 
large deposit s of iron ore of tho vory beat qual- 
ity for manufacturing imrpnses. Kniinont ox- 
ports both In tho Uuitoa States and England 
have pronounced samples of Vuncouver island 
ore Biibin Iitod to them by mo to ba unsurpassed 
by any oro in tho world ror the manufacture of 
iron and stool billets, tho porcentago of phos- 
phorus, tho obj fctlonnblo olemenl of many iron 
ores, being shown to bo inllnilesimatly small. 

Vancouver Island bus also, as It Is Eeodlesa 
for mo to remark, plenty of goo:l coking coal, 
bo that the raw materials far the manufacture 
of Iron and stool can bo brought togothor at 
comparatively II ',tlo coat. 

Tho BiicecsB of a proporly constructed and 
equipped iron ar.d steel plant established at a 
cunveniisnt point In British Columbia would 
bo assured if a roasonablo amount uf eneour- 
agoment and assistance woro given, both by 
reason of tho presence of tho raw materials un- 
der singulariy favorable conditions, as al- 
ready pointed out, and by reason of tho boun- 
ties offered by tho l anaalan government of $2 
por ton on pig iron and pig strol, as well aa on 
accountof iho lowering By the United btatea 
of the tari II' on pig Iron f»nd sioel, and of tho 
largo mm kets.j list opening 11,1 in Jupan and 
tho Australian colonies. 

In nn Intorviow which I have recently hud 
with tho Japanese representative at dan Fran- 
clsci. 1 was assured that the. Japanese govern- 
ment would givo orders for halt the output of 
tho proposed plant, there being a rapidly grow- 
ing demand for iron and Btool in that country, 
and almost an entire absenco of tin requisite 
ore for lis production. 

There Is also a certainty of a vory largo ox- 
cluoivo market available to tho buclncaa on the 
Pacific s.opo, tho dlatanco and freight rates be- 
tween tho coast and iron contrcs of tho ICast 
forming a perpotual barrier to any formidnblo 
competition from these sourcos. Tho stutos 
and r.errlioiies of thus coa^t aro, as you know, 
In tho early stago of development, and will in 
tho near future consumo vast quantities of 
structural iron and steel. 

1 proposo. in tho event of obtaining a sub- 
stantial expression of approval and oncourago- 
racnt of tho project from your honorable body, 
to Drtfanieo acompany in London with a. capital 
of £3,000,0( for tho put pose of establishing an 
iron and steel plant in or near Viotoria, said 
plant to coat about SJ.OOO. 000. to employ about 
two thousand h inds and to havo a producing 
capacity of at least M.000 tons of iron and steel 
per annum. 

I bog leave accordingly to submit to your 
honorable body tho following proposition, 
namely : That in the event of a company being 
organized in London with tho capital stock 
abovo mentioned and of half of such caplral 
being subscribed for, and In tho ovont ot tho 
company having bona llde expended say $oO,(XX) 
to tho satisfaction of three responsible persons 
to bo named by tho council, the major to bo 
ono, that tho council will causo a by- 
law to be submitted to tho ratepayers 
to authorize tho city to guarantee tho 
Interest on the boeda of the company 
at the rato of 5 por cent, por annum to tlio ox- 
tont of $1,000 00U, payablo in twenty years, such 
guaranteed bonds to be isiued from tlaio to 
time as the work progresses, and fucli guaran- 
tee to bo aecured by u charge upon tho assets 
of the company and upon tho bounties avail- 
able Iroin tlio Canadian Government, or other- 
wise to tho antlafaotion of the council and clty 
solicltois. 

In conclusion. I may say that I havo had:)5 
yens' exuerlence in building and equipping 
iron ana stool plants at various points In the 
East, and u'so aa BUperint endont of BUOh plants 
when in operation, and can asauro you that an 
undertaking; at the chancier I have outlined, 
If supported^ by tho citizens of Victoria, will 
greatly lnorease the commercial importance of 
iho city. 

Any furl her informal ion that the council 
may deslrn in my absence may be obt lined from 
Mr. Tom Sains, aurveyor-genoral, who holds 
my rowerof attorney .

Doings of International Peace Cou- 
grress at ltome— The Kaiser Ke- 
views His Navy. 



Crisp] Denies That he Seeks a Recon- 
ciliation With the 
Pope. 

I ■> tern at tonal Peace Congress. 
Rome, Sept, 13.— The International Peace 
CongresB opened at Perugia to-day, Signor 
Bonghi, a mombor of tho Chamber of 
Deputies, presided. Signor Bonghi in his 
opening addreeB, blamed the press for ex- 
citing leelinga of hatred between Italy and 
Franoe. The friendship between the two 
nations, he declared, was natural and politic, 
Tho French delegates applauded this utter- 
ance. A bADquot was held to-night which 
was attended by three hundred delegates, 
Tho Hungarian General, Turr, was present 
and delivered a speech. 

Nationalist l'arllamciitary Fund 

DUBLIN, Sept. 13.— At the meeting of 
the National Federation yesterday there 
was a heated discussion of the cheeks sent 
hy Mr, Gladstone and Lord Twoedmoutb to 
the Nationalist Parliamentary fund. Timo- 
thy D, Sullivan, anti-Parnollito M.P. for 
West Donegal, declared that the party 
would never consont to receive from Eng- 
lish politicians the money enabling their 
representatives to sit in Parliament. The 
meeting adjourned without deoiding to 
muke a general declaration of thoir attitude 
on the subject. 

Itcsiiinplli.n or Work at Tanama, 

Paris, Sept 13. — The issue of new Pana- 
ma canal shares has been postponed from 
September IS to September 22. Thirty 
million francs will be expended in the first 
instance at the Culebra cutting. Ib is esti- 
mated that tho present iasuo will suffice to 
carry on the work for eighteen months, per- 
haps longer. Several thouBand workmen 
aro already assembled at Panama awaiting 
tha resumption of work. 

London, Sopb. 13. — A Rome dispatoh to 
Le Temps, of Paris, says Premier Crispi 
denies thut ho is making overtures for a 
rooonciliation hotween the King and the 
Tope. 

A hurricane on tho southwestern coast of 
Spain wrtcktd many small veBaelB, and 
partly destroyed tho towu of Gata. 

Tho Emperor to-day reviewed tho Gorman 
war vessels in the harbor of Swinemunde. 
He was greeted by salutes. Thousands wit- 
nessed the review. 

Tho Frenoh govornment will add four war- 
rjhips to the French squadron in the Indian 
ocean. It is reportod that an expedition, 
5,000 strong, is to march on Antananarivo, 
the capital of Madagascar, by a route al- 
ready planned. 

Adiapatch from Lemhorg Bays that at tho 
imporial banquet the Emperor Franz Joseph 
proposod tho toaet of hia " dear friend, tho 
Czir." Tho toast was loudly cheered. The 
limporor has returned to Vienna. 

Tho schooner Volunteer, from Antwerp, 
has arrived at Bolfaat with ono of tho crew 
dead from Asiatic cholera, 

President Htppolyte, of Hayti, ordored 
tho arrest of ten men auspoctod of insti- 
tuting a plot to assassinate his daughter, 
and they wero all shot within twonty-tour 
hours. Trouble is anticipated when Hippc- 
lyto dies, Ho is very ill. 



AMERICAN NEWS. 



Eteinarbiibly Fust Trip. 

San Francisco, Sept. 13.— A long race, 
from Liverpool to San Francisco, hna boon 
omlod by tho arrival of tho American ship 
Shenandoah. Sho left tho English port 118 
days ago and fivo days later than tho Eng- 
lish ship California, with whioh she was rac- 
ing. Tho two ahipB wero in company on 
on Juno 22, but tho Shenandoah grudually 
drow away from her companion. Captain 
Murphy reports that he had many voxatious 
calms and light winds or ho would have 
made his remarkably short trip shorter. 
Tho Shenandoah boat tho Ci'u.vn of Soot- 
land, out 1 GO days, and tho Maria Accamc, 
173 days from tho same port. 

Seattle mid Honolulu. 

Seattle, Sopt. 13. — Tho bark Oakland 
yesterday cleared for thu Hawaiian islanda 
with a cargo of -17 head of cattle, 10 horses, 
i muloB, 200 tona of hay, 110 tonB of brun, 
900 bushels of outB nnd a quantity of general 
merchandise, all products of the Stato of 
Washington. Mr. T, J. King, of Honolulu, 
chartered tho Oakland. If thU trip proves 
profitable a regular linn of sailing veaBols 
will bo placed on tho Honolulu-Seattle run. 

Strike Almost Ended, 

New Yoitic, Sopt. 13. — The big tailors' 
strike Is Hearing an eud. Tho majority of 
tho contractors havo agreed to tho tonnB of 
tho Btrikors and given bonds for ita fulfil- 
mont. About 3,000 cloakmakcrs are out. 



OR CENTAL HOSTILITIES 



China's Fleet Reinforced aud Ready 
to Meet the Javanese 
Cruisers. 



Continuous Long Distauce Fighting;— 
Li flung Chang Losing 
His Power. 



London, Sept. 13. — A Shanghai dispatch 
says that 24,000 troops from the provinces 
of Chi-Li and Lian Kiang have been ordered 
to tho defence of Tientsin to guard against 
tho possible invasion by tho Japanese. 
Three Chinese warships ordered to strength- 
en tho Pi Vang flaet, havo arrived at Woi- 
Hai-Wei, The fleet has alao been reinforced 
by torpedo boats. Tho whole northern 
Bquadron is now ready to tneot tho Japan- 
ese fleet should ib appear in tho Gulf of 
Pechili. Another Shanghai dispatch Btates 
that ib is reported that thorn has boon two 
days fighting near Kai Chen in which 
neither side eained an advantage. The Kin- 
io division of tho Chinesa army has croesed 
tho Kellin river and oooupied Shu King 
whero it will await the advance of the main 
army before attacking the Japanese right. 

A special to the Times from Shanghai 
says the advices received on Sunday from 
the frontier aro to the effect that there is 
continuous long-distance fighting between 
Chinese and Japanese troops who are sepa- 
rated by tho lmchi river. No decisive vic- 
tory has followed. Floods have rendered 
the rivers impassable, 

A dispatoh from Shanghai states that the 
power of Viceroy Li Hung Chang has 
Bteadily decreased. Every (lay's delay in 
providing the promised victory over the 
Japanese adds to the danger of his down- 
fall. Reinforcements from tho more re- 
mote provinces en route to Korea are at a 
standstill, terrorizing the cities in which 
they are halted. AlmoBb a reign of terror 
prevails, even in Tientsin. The savage 
soldiery are everywhere plundering and mal- 
treating the wretched populace, and the 
native merchants ore fleeing to Tientsin to 
save their lives. 

The French minister has formally pro- 
tested against the action of the Chineso in 
boarding a French mail steamer on Satur- 
day. 

A letter from the residont minister at 
Seoul states that a large military hospital 
has been erected on tho heights and numer- 
ous sick Japanese are being treated thero, 
Constant conflicts are taking place between 
the outposts, but few badly wounded have 
been taken to Seoul. 



THE COUNT OF PARIS 

Ills Kemaina Likely to Be Transferred to 
France— Address by Duke 
of Orleans. 

London, Sept. 13. — It is believed thab 
aftera proper time has elapsed the remains 
of tho Count of Paris, by permission of tha 
Fronch government, will be transferred to 
Dreux, where rest the bodies of Louis Phil- 
ippe and his wife. 

After the vault had been closed yesterday 
the ladies returned to Stowe House and the 
Duke of OrleanB, accompaniod by a number 
of friends, went to London, where be held a 
reception at the Grosvenor hotel. It was 
attended by all the visiting royalists. Tha 
reception commenced punctually at 5 o'oiook 
and it was estimated that tho young Duke 
received fully 1,000 Frenohmen. When the 
assemblage wae comploted, the Duke of 
OrleanB addressed tho royalists in a firm, 
solemn voico, ssylne : 

"It is with sorrowful emotion that I re- 
ceive tho homage of your devotion, and I 
thank you for it. Your presence not only 
testifies your respect and attachment to 
him we have lost, hut it alao proves your 
fidelity to the principle of a national 
and traditional monurchy, of which I 
am tho representative, wheroof ho has 
transmitted to me the heritage. FortiSed 
hy your aid and by thut of absent friends, 
who from all parts of France have already 
Bent mo the expression of their devotion, 
and muking an appeal to all men of heart, 
I will till, without faltering, the mission 
which falls to me."

VANCOUVER 

VANOOnvEB, Sopt. 13, —Hon. Mr, Laurier 
was well received on his arrival hero from 
Nanaimo to day. As the bout nenred tho 
wharf the city band played " Tho Maplo 
Loaf Forever," and tho Liberal louder was 
ohoored as he appeared on the dock. He 
was driven around the oity and park ufter 
luncheon, and from three to four received a 
number of oitizouB, assisted by Madame 
Laurior and his travelling companions. In 
tho evening the market hull waa well filled 
and speaking was continued unlit a late 
hour. Tho speeches were similar to those 
delivered at Victoria. Hon. Mr, Laurior 
leaves for Now Westminster to morrow, and 
will go from there into the intorior. 

The Pharmaceutical Society held tholr 
mooting in tho city this morning. None but 
routine businoBB was transacted. Tho semi- 
annual examination will be held next 
month. 

Tho train to arrive in Winnipeg lust Sat 
urday was twelve houra lute. It appears 
that the engine of the train struck u boulder 
near Agasaiz and ripped up tho truok for a 
considerable diatanco. Another boulder was 
encountered atSicimous, but with theuBual 
good luck of the (J. P. R. tho train was not 
derailed owing to the engine striking tho 
boulder fair in tho centre. Tho engino waB 
damaged. 

Peveral months ago tho Coloxist an- 
nounced that a Boston firm was to go ex- 
tensively into halibut fishing in the Pro- 
vince. This firm has at length established 
its industry hero, the Capil&no having been 
chartered to carry the fish from the North- 
ern halibut lunks, a warehouse being leased 
at tho Union Steamship Co. 'a wharf, in 
which to puck the fish. Tho Boston firm 1b 
composed of a syndicate of fish dealerB, and 
is financially strong. Operations will be bo- 
gun as soon as the Capilano returns from 
Astoria flour ladon for the Empress of 
China. A large number of fishing nets and 
hooks have been received from the East, 
and a number of boats, including a largo 
scow, on which the fishermen are to live, 
have been purchased. A local firm is also 
going Into the halibut business on an ex- 
tensive scale. 

A committee has beon appointed to con- 
sider tho promotion of trade botween the 
northwest and northeast portions of Van- 
couver island and this city. 

The steamer City of Nanaimo waa forced 
to take 1,600 casos of salmon to Nanaimo on 
account of lack of accomodation at the C. P, 
R. wharves. The C.P.R., through Superin- 
tendent Abbott, haa promised the Board of 
Trade that the Company will attend to tho 
matter of increased wharf accommodation, 

The Charmer brought over on Tueiday 
and Wednesday two consignments of seal 
Bkins shipped by the Hudson Bay Company 
that will fill five cars, their value being 
$124,200. 

P. L. L. Montague is in jail here at the 
Instance of Detective McCarthy, who wired 
to the Vancouver police from San Francisco 
to arrest him on a charge of embezzlement. 
Montague says ho is innocent, and will bo a 
free man an hour after reaching San Fran- 
ciaco. The first night the prisoner slept with 
his boots on, and the jailer becoming suspici- 
ous pulled them off ; in oue of them were 
four pawn tickets. The Btrange conduct of 
tho prisoner made the jailer suspicious, 
especially ub he attempted to bribe the jailer 
not to say anything about the tickets. 
When the prisonor was locked up for the 
night the jailer searched the yard, and waB 
surprised to find a long rope made out of 
blankets and covered up with dirt in the 
corner of the yard. As there were only a 
few drunks in jail at the time, the rope was 
evidently made by Montague with an idea 
of escaping.

Nanaimo, Sept. L3. — Hon. Wilfrod 
Laurier and party loft this morning for 
Vancouver. Tho reception here wub cour 
teous but not enthusiastic. Tho proceed 
ings provious to tho meeting in tho opera 
house wero very tamo. A largo crowd 
turned out for the speech-making in tho 
ovening and tho Liberal big guna wero 
cordially received. Free trado was the 
oaly subject touched upon by both Mr, 
Laurier and Mr. 1) C. FraHer the two 
speakers, excopb that Mr. Laurier roturned 
briefly to tho prohibition question, An 
address was preaontod tho Liboral leader. 
Its contents wero mainly to the effecb that 
tho Roform Club of Nanaimo hoped ho (Mr. 
Laurior) would shortly como into powor and 
that when this auspioious occasion aroso bo 
would reform tho tariff, with particular 
referonco to reciprocity in coal ; establish u 
mint in tho province and mukn certain 
changes in the judicial district of Nunuimo. 
Mr. Laurier replied only to tho clauao deal- 
ing with the tariff and for over 
an hour discoursed upon tho advan- 
tages of freedom in trado ub com- 
pared with tho " iniquitous protective policy 
of the Conservative govornment." Mr. 
Laurior wus followed by tho member f<r 
Ouysboro, N.S., (Mr. Fraser) whoso oratori- 
cal effort, lasting a full hour, was very fine 
from an elocutioiiAty standpoint, but solid 
argument wus very much lost sight of amid 
tho torrents of high falutin'. Before the 
ineoting dispersed Hon. Mr, Laurier said he 
had received a letter from tho president of 
the local lodge of Royal Templars request- 
ing him to stato tho Liberal party's policy 
with regard to prohibition. This, ho said, 
would bo an ousy matter. Last year the 
Liberal loadora had decided, when they 



came into power, to refer the question of 
prohibition to a plebiseito of the poople of 
Canada, and by their decision they would 
abide.

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NEUTRALITY PROCLAMATION 



British Subjects Enjoined to 
Aloof From tun Chinese- 
Japanese War. 



Keep 



Belligerent Warships Only Allowed 
Twenty-tour Hours in Fort 
Except in JSecesBity. 



The British Columbia Gazetto this week 
contains the oopy of Her Mujesty's proola 
mation of neutrality in regard to the Chi 
neae-Japaneae war, and also a oopy of e 
letter from the Foreign Office embodying 
rules to be observed throughout tho British 
Empire. After enjoining all British subjects 
to observo a etriot neutrality during tho war, 
the proclamation sets forth tho "Aot to regu- 
Uto tho conduct of Her Majesty's subj- c.s 
during tho existence of hostilities botween 
foreign stuteH with which Her Mujoety is at 



The provisions of this act may be sum- 
marizad us follows : Any British subjoot 
who accepts any commission in the 
military or naval service of either cf 
the belligeranta or any person, whether a 
British subject or not, who within Her 
Majesty's dominions induoes any other per- 
son to accept uny such engagement, shall be 
punishable by finos or imprisonment, with 
or without hard labor or both. The Bamo 
penalties apply to British subjocts who may 
so aboard ship with a view to quitting Her 
Maj-jsty's dominions for the purpose of ac- 
cepting an ongagemont in the military or 
nival forces of the belligerents or uny per- 
son who induces any porson to take such u 
s'op, either under a fulao representation or 
otherwise. 

Any master or owner of a vessel who 
takes on board or engages to take on board 
any such illegally enlisted persons within 
Her Majesty's dominions, shall he punish- 
able us above, and the vessel detained until 
the ponultios icflicted on the master or 
owner are piid, or until security for such 
payment is made to the satisfaction of two 
justices of tho peaca or other magistrate or 
magistrates having tho authority of two 
justices of the peaoo. 

Any porson within Her Majesty's domin- 
ions who builds or agrees to build a vessel 
with kDowlodgo that it is to bo employed in 
the war by either of the belligerents, or 
gives a commission for Bitch a vessol or 
equips one, or who knowingly dispatches or 
causeB to be dispatched, such a vessel shall 
be punishable by finn or imprisonment with 
or without hard labor or both, and the 
vetsel shall be forfeited. 

Tho fitting out of naval or military ex- 
peditious within her Her Mujesty's domin- 
ions against either belligerent ia prohibited 
with like ptniltiea as to punishment and 
forfeiture. 

The authorities ' are given power to Bet z a 
and detain any vessel when there ia reason- 
able cause for believing it ia being equipped 
contrary to the aot of neutrality with power 
to condemn such veasel if the caae la proved. 

British BubjeotB are aUo forbidden to 
break or endeavor to break any blockado 
lawfully established by either belligerent or 
to assist In the war, otherwise they render 
themselves liable to hostile capture and 
puuiahment under the law of nations. 

The rules provide that all ships of war of 
either belligerint are prohibited from mak- 
ing uae of any port in Her Majesty's do- 
minions for warlike purposes or equipping ; 
and no ship of war of either belligorent Bhall 
be allowed to Bail out of any waters under 
British jurisdictiou from which any war 
ship or merchant vessel of the other belliger- 
ent Bhall have departed until twenty-four 
hours have elapsed. 

Shipa of war of either belligerent which 
have entered a port under British jurisdic- 
tion must put to sea at tho expiration of 
twenty-four hours except in case of stress of 
weather or requiring provisions for subsist- 
ence of her crew, or repairy, but they must 
leave within twenty-four houra after suoh 
repairs are made. Only sufficient coal to 
carry her to the neareat port of her own 
country, or some nearer destination, shall be 
allowed such war ship, and no further coal 
shall bo supplied her in a port under British 
jurisdiction within the space of three 
months, without special permission. 

Armed shipa of either belligerent are in- 
terdicted from eirryirg prizes into ports 
under British jurisdiction, 



KOUKUK KIVEK. 

NoteB on This Remote Section of the Alaska 
Gold Fields. 

Number one of the Yukon Press contains 
some interesting matter on the Koukuk river 
country, a comparatively now addition to 
tho Alaska gold fields. But very little at- 
tention was paid to this section of thu inter- 
ior by the tradera or minora until the Bum- 
mer of 1889, when a number of prospectors 
fitted out at rho Xanana trading station and 
shap.d their course northward, not knowing 
what, lay between them and the Arctic 
coast. They pau.ied over the Tozlohakat 
summit and down into the valley of the 
Koukuk, which river they struck about -100 
miles from its mouth. After hanging what 
waa left of thoir sleighs and anowshoos 
up in a tree ami vowing to die 
rather than hitch themBolvoa up to tho 
sledges they again commenced pro peotlng. 
High water proved the groatesl druwbaok 
to this operation, and tho groater portion of 
tho season was consumed without any very 
eneouruging results. With provisions well 
nigh oxhaUBttd they were forced to return 
and in a rudo acow bt g >n t > II >at down tho 
river. Tho wator was now tailing rapidly, 
and at u point 200 mi'ea lower down thoy 
ran on a sand bar. Curiosity and a Dan de- 
veloped tbe fact that tho bar waa rich in the 
covoted duat and the party remained until 
approaching starvation compelled thorn to 
drift on down tho river. During the follow- 
ing years several prospecting parties pene- 
trated into this section, until now thoro 
aro twenty-two miiicra on tho Koukuk. 
Coarae gold Iiuh been found along alio river 
and its tributaries in considerable quantities. 
Those who are in that section, however, 
warn outaidora that groat difficulty ia on- 
countorod in oponing deep diggings, and 
that those coming in should bo prepared to 
Bpend ono season without much in tho way 
of roturns. 

An excitement haa boon etartod on Birch 
creek by two Indians, who cumo down to 
Tanana station with $100 worth of dust. 
Miller creek turned out to bo a bonatzi for 
several who hud locations thoro.

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

The "Labrador'' Establishes a Record— 
Gossip of the Water Front. 

Tha Dominion line royal mail ateamahip 
Labrador, Captain JameB McAuloy, haa 
again distinguished herself. She has long 
since broken tho record on hor western tripa, 
but on her last paesocro homo she broke tho 
Eastern rooord by houra. With refer- 
ence to tho trip tho Liverpool Journal of 
Commerce haa tho following : " The Dom- 
inion line royal mail ateamor Labrador, Cap- 
tain James McAuloy, which left Quebec at 
9:30 a. m. on tho 12th inBtant, arrived at 
Moville at 1:45 p. m. on Sunduy, and 
anchored off the atago at 3 a. m. yeaterday. 
Thia ia the faateat paBBage on rocord be- 
tween Canada and Livorpool. Tho distance 
run by tho Labrador waa 2.C50 miles, the 
time being 7 daya 12 houra to Liverpool, 
and 6 daya 23 houra to Movillo, breaking 
her own aa well aa all previous recorda by 
6\ hours. The Labrador brought home 88 
cabin, 35 intermediate, and 110 steerage 
passengers, besides tho Canadian mails and a 
general cargo. PaBSongera were all highly 
gratified, and in taking leave of Captain 
McAuloy expressed tho wish that the vessel 
would long continue to keep up her envi- 
able reputation, London mails were for- 
warded from Limo atroot station by 9:45 
a. in. train, being I hours 15 minutes ahead 
of any previous record." Boforo the voasol 
reached Liverpool dock a very lUttering ad- 
dress waa preaontod to Captain McAuley, 
which was 8igned by tho Archbishop of 
Ontario and 51 othor saloon passengers,

ago whon they made first, commercial union 
with the United StatoB, and afterwards un- 
restricted reciprocity tho main foature of 
their policy. Then protectionist America 
was their trade " ideal." They would 
assimilato the tariff of Canada with that of 
the United States and treat Old England as 
ono of tho outeido barbarians. To day 
having boxed the whole tariff compass, the 
Liberals have made English free trado thoir 
ideal. But it muBt lio remembered that it 
is to continue an ideal no one oan loll ho'-v 
long. ' In the meantime customs duties 
musfcontribute as large a proportion to tho 
rovenuo us they do now. Tho truth is that 
when it comes down to particulars Mr. 
Laurier is on tho trade question completely 
at Boa. It is only when ho gives ttoubla- 
eome dotuils a wide berth and deuls in safe 
generalities, that ho gives his rcadors tho 
Hashes of olot|uence forwhiohhoiBColobratod. 
But eloquence does not go far in puroly busi- 
ness manors.

SOME GRITIGISMS. 

The organ of the Opposition naively re- 
marks that "Mr. Laurier naturally does not 
feel obliged to Bupply his hoarors with in- 
telligence." No one imagines that the 
leader of tho Liberals possesses any such 
power. What Mr. Laurier does is to pre- 
sume on the want of intelligence of his 
hearers. Ho takes for granted that thoy 
have not intelligence enough to distinguish 
between declamation and argument, between 
a definite statoment and an ambiguous ex- 
pression. It is somewhat uufortunate for 
the Times that tho weakneBB of the Opposi- 
tion leader on the trade question and his 
ahiftinees on the school question have been 
remarked by tho moat able journalists both of 
tho West and the East. Our readers have 
Been what tho Winnipeg Nor'Wcator thinkB 
of the position which Mr. Laurier takes on the 
trade question, and tho following are part of 
tho Montreal Gazette's comments on that 
gentleman's Winnipeg utterances on the 
Bame snbjeot : 

Mr. Laurier is held by his frienda to bo a 
master of words, but sometimes words ob- 
tain the mastery over him. In his great 
speech at Winnipeg, he summed up the 
policy of the Liberal party as consisting in 
" freedom in religion, thought, speech, 
action, trado and commercial life." This 
Bounds well, but what does it moan, and 
wherein does it distinguish tho Liberal party 
from any other body of men J What rela- 
tion has this declaration to tho live questions 
of Dominion politics ? In Canada, to day a 
man can boliovo as he likes, think as he 
likos, speak as ho likos, ac; as ho likes, and 
conduct hia buainots as ho likca, alwayB 
presuming, of course, that ho keeps within 
the limits of tho law. Tho laws of Canada 
give as much freedom ob those of any other 
country, and with roBpoct to religion, 
thought, spoech and action, Mr. Laurier pro- 
poses no chanuo. Tho greatoat part of tho 
progrttmmo of tho Liberal party turns out, 
on examination, to bo moro ver- 
bal aurplusago ; it is a fine phrase, 
but it meaus nothing. When it has been 
dissolved in tho crucible of common sense 
all that remains, on tho moat generous 
allowance, is tho item " freedom of trade." 
Now what does this rosiduo amount to ? 
Aa a phraso it sounds well, but, ugain wo 
must ask, whut does it meant Free trado 
in its abaoluto Bcnsu does not exist in any 
civilized country. Every government haa 
some sort of a tariff. It says to tho mer- 
chants : " If you import such and such 
commodities, you must pay such and suoh 
duties. " Tho British Government, from 
which tho Liberals profoas to tako thoir 
ideas, imposos duties on tea, coffee, wines, 
spirits and tobacco, and failing to obtain 
sufficient rovonuo from these imports, makes 
up the deficiency by death duties and in- 
come tax. Is this the "froo trado" Mr. 
Laurier proposes for Canada '! Every 
country has to raiso a rovenuo somehow, 
and tho mannor of raising it is a very fitting 
matter of disouasion ; but on this point Mr. 
L»urier has not a word to say. 

Wo need not remind our roaders that tho 
Gazette is admittod to bo ono of tho ablest 
newspapers of Eistsrn Canada. Of course 
our neighbor, in its country-debating club 
style, can condemn theso newspapers for 
their "stupidity." But livo journals that 
are in tho foromoat rank in tho Dominion 
have not attainod tho position thoy occupy 
by displays of stupidity. Thoy aro nob 
stupid, but discerning and sagacious. 
They have no difficulty in Boeing, aa 
all intelligent men must boo, that 
Mr. Laurier occupies as untenable a 
position to-day on tho trado question 
as he and his party did not long 



OUR STAND. 



Tho Times twits ua on the roault of the 
Waterworks by-law oloctiou. Tho Times ia 
welcome to its joer. Wo aro fully convinced 
that in all that we suid on tho subject we 
were porfectly right, and if the voto had 
beon five times as largo as it was and tho 
majority fivo times as groat, wo would not 
dream of taking back a Binglo Ben- 
tenco that appeared in our oolumna on tho 
subject. Our contention was that tho Cor- 
poration are not justified in expending so 
largo a Bum as §150,000 on tho Elk 
Lake works and watershed, without first 
gotting an opinion on the whole Bubjoot of 
the water supply from a competont authori- 
ty. We know that wo took tho proper 
stand, and we aro quite satisfied that the 
day is r.ot far distant when tho majority of 
the ruto-payors, and even tho Times itself, 
will bo constrained to admit that thie wbb 
tho C1BO. 

It Beoma altogether impossible for our con 
temporary to consider any question on its 
merits. Tho habit it has of dragging into 
a discussion false and irrelevant is- 
sues appears to bs invoterato, It 
oays "they ("the people") declared 
plainly on the one hand that thay 
were satisfied with the Council's plan, and 
on the other hand that they wanted no busi 
nesB partnership with the Esquimau Water- 
works Company, whose plan was so plainly 
Been in the opposition to the by-law." 

Anyone who examined the Council's 
scheme, with an eyo to considerations of 
common Bonse and common prudenco, would 
have aBked, immediately what warrant has 
the Council for believing that the improve 
ments they propose will be sufficient to give 
the city an amplo and a permanent 
water supply ? One hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars is ' a great deal too 
mnch money to expend on a work 
of this kind without having Something 
like an aBsuranoe that the ratepayers will 
get tho worth of their money. This pru 
dential consideration would hav; occurred 
to discreet men if they had never hoard of 
the Esquimalt Waterworks Company. To 
disregard it seems to us to be recklessness, 
which in men wishing to do what ia right is 
simply incomprehensible. Properly consid. 
ered, our proposal to consult a competent 
authority before sponding large sums of 
money on the Eik Liko water aupply was 
the proper and only effective way of frus- 
trating any scheme that the Esquimalt 
Waterworks Company may havo enter 
tainod ; for if a first class hydraulic engi 
neer should pronounce tho supply 
from Elk Lake sufficient for tho pres 
cnt and the futuro requirements of the city, 
no one would again think of Coldstream in 
connootion with Victoria's water supply 
If, on the other hand, tho authority would 
decide that Elk Lake oannot yield the city 
of Victoria as much water as it noods when 
its population increases, those who havo the 
good of the oity at heart would feel reliovod 
to find that there is an available source of 
supply at hand. So far from boing jealouB 
of tho E qulmalt Waterworks Company, in- 
telligent and prudent men would bo glad to 
soo that what it huB dono has, in tho event 
of Elk L»ko failing tho city, aaaurod thorn a 
plentiful supply of good water, with preaa 
uro enough to roliovo them of any anxiety 
they mayfeelwith respecttodangor from fire. 
Wo are surprised that the Timos would 
pander to the fooliBh prejudice againBt tho 
Esquimalt Waterworks Company, for it 
must know that tho City would not resort 
to its aupply until its authorities wero satis- 
fied that that from Elk Lake is insufficient 
and inadequate, and in that caso it muat 
eurely seo that the citizons of Victoria aro 
moat fortuuato in being able to get thoir 
wants Bupplied, ub far us water is concerned, 
fro;ri tho company's works. 



faots regarding oholera which are of 
great hygenio interest. Dr. Koch's baoil- 
Iub, which is almost universally believed 
to produce Asiatic oholora in mon, will 
deatroy the guinoa pig subjoctod to its 
operation in about eighteen hours, Dr. Pal- 
ermo found that whon ho proteotod the 
oholora bacilli from tho sun thoy killed 
guinoa piga in tho usual timo, but that if he 
oxpoaed theso germB to thn suu'b rays they 
produced no evil results upon tho uuimalB. 
The microbes, however, had not boon do- 
Btroyod ; they had merely been deprived of 
their dii case producing powers. That tho 
microbe was not d-julroyod, but merely 
ohangtd, was an Important circumstance. 
It wua found that the guinea pigi which had 
survived innooulation with tho eunshino ex- 
poBed bacilli wore proof agiinat the dieeaao. 
It had very much tho action of vucciuatiou 
in smallpox. 

A HOLD PROPOSAL. 

The Australasians have very littlo '.•espeot 
for procedont. Tho New ZoalunderB, aa we 
have seen, aro making experiments in legis 
lation which would be rogarded in tho older 
Anglo-Saxon communities oa socialistic in a 
high dogroo ; and now we boo the Sydney 
Daily Telegraph attacking a constitutional 
ouBtom, the necessily of which has not been 
soriously questioned in either Great Britain 
or tho Dominion of Canada. Tho custom 
attacked ia that of sending memberB of tho 
popular branch of tho legislature back to 
their constituents after they havo been ap- 
pointed to seats in tho Cabinot. Tho Tele- 
graph declares that this custom, onco neces- 
sary, has become obsoloto. It sayB : 

Whon tho practice aroBo, it had a real 
meaning; but with the changing timoa it 
haB long ceased to be any moro than a piece 
of constitutional mummery, which hse no 
effect except that of oroating needless son- 
fusion and wasting valuable timo. Tho 
original obj-iet of it was to prevent " place 
men" from sittings in Parliament without 
obtaining the concent of their constituents, 
and thus render it impossible for unscrupu- 
lous sovereigns to buy members with billets. 
But that danger, oven if It still existed, 
would now be sufficiently guarded against 
by tho fact that tho acceptance of an office 
of profit under tho Crown, except in the 
caaoa provided for by law, excludes a mem- 
ber from the Legislature, whereby a Parlia- 
ment of placemen is out of tho question. 
Tho people agreo that a certain number of 
thoir representatives must hold salaried 
positions, and every Parliament is elected 
in full concurrunco with this rule. Hence 
tho reason for sending ministers back for re- 
election having ceased to exist, the prac- 
tice ought to bo abolished with it. 

The Telegroph sayB that if the whole 
country were required to re elect the mem- 
bers of the Cabinot there would be somo 
aonao in obtaining the sanction of the eleo 
tors to the appointments, but it oan Bee no 
fairneBs in giving a single conatituenoy the 
opportunity of negativing what tho whole 
people affirmed at the general election. 
This, it argues, is the conclusion to which 
countries in which the practice exlBtB have 
really arrived. ItgoeB on to Bay : 

That the re-olection of MiuistorB haa de- 
generated into a f»rco is abundantly proved 
by the fact that only in very exceptional 
cases will public opinion pormit a contest 
to take place. Generally it amounts to no 
more than on empty formality, ob apart 
from his politics there ia a feeling that 
opposition undor tho circumatanccB should 
not bo offered to a Minister's return. The 
only thing caused by it, therefore, ia worry, 
oxpenso and loss of timo, all of whioh the 
country just now would much liko to be 
spared. A short and siniplo bill would 
abolish thn nuiaanco as it hai boon abolished 
in New Zealand, aud tho present Parlia- 
ment, profession, as it does, to bo one of re- 
form, ought surely to prove equal to such an 
eminently practical pieco of legislation. 

Tho suggestions mado in this article 
illustrate the boldness of tho publioista and 
the Iegialators of the Antipodes. They do 
not hesitato to advocate ouy reform that 
appoars to them reasonable, evon if it is 
opposed to tho traditions and tho practices 
of the Mother Country.

SOMB EFFECTS OF SUNLIGHT. 

It ia found that miorobes, liko other evil 
things, lovo darkness rather than light. In- 
vestigators havo disoovorod that sunlight 
doprives somo microboa of their deadly pow- 
era. They havo also found that these 
singular organisms increase much moro 
rapidly in tho night than in tho day. Their 
powor of roproduotion is truly marvellous. 
Ono micro organism at the ond of twonty. 
four hourB will havo produced fivo millionp, 
and in forty-eight hours, whbn tho condi- 
tiona are favorable, tho increase will got up 
into figurna quite inconcoivablo. Tho sun's 
aotion on microbes was obsorvod some years 
ago. It was found that certain liquids capable 
of undorgoing putrofoction kept aweot wbilo 
expoaod to tho aun's rays, hut if loft in tho 
dark wore quickly tainted. 

The oholora bacillus whon expoaod to the 
sun becomes innocuous. Experiments have 
boon modo by eminent biologists which aro 
likely to prove aorvioablo in tho treatment 
of oholora. Wo tako tho following account 
of them from tho Now York TimeB :

Palermo, of Naples, havo brought to light

The SO feet spans are to bo builr, 
on the general plan known as ►he Improved 
Howo truss bridge, »nd 50 feot spans 
will be of tho Improved at raining beam 
trues, All members in tension in tho 1200 
feet spans are to bo constructed of iron and 
wood is only to be usod in compression or 
under a bending Btrain. The bridg) ia to 
sustain a moving load of 800 pounds per 
lineal foot bosidea its own weight, and the 
combined Btrains produced shall in no part 
of tho bridge lax the material to more than 
one fourth of its ultimate resistance. Tho 
prolilo of the river bod below low water is 
unknown, but is believed to bo very deep 
and u rapid current is known to exist. The 
piers wiil ho of iron cylinders' filled with 
concrete. Separate tenders were called for 
and tho bridge completo with cylinder piers 
ontl with coneroto block piers.

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MR. LaCHlER AND THE SCHOOLS 

(From tho Montreal Gazette.) 

The Roman Catholics of Winnipeg asked 
Mr. Liurior for bread and ho gave ihem a 
Btone. They appealed to him an a Unman 
Citholie and a French Canadian public man 
to take up their griovance, and he answered 
them with an " if." He does not know, he 
says, tho nature of tho Manitoba scjhoolB. 
He cannot tell whether their management, 
IB so contrary to the ideas of his Unman 
Catholic fellow-countrymen that their being 
compelled to s^nd their children to Biich in 
stitutionB would constitute a grievance. H< 
could not even say definitely whother, in 
the event of the matter being brought up 
in parliament, he would join with Sir John 
Thompson and tho government in promoting 
legislation that .the Manicob* minority 
would look upon as remedial. He could, in 
fact, give neither comfort nor iuforina 
tion to thoBO who approached him. ThlB 
position would be comprohenaiblo on 
the part) of Boine members of parlia- 
ment. The Manitoba Bchool question has 
been a difficult one Not only aio thoro 
concorned in it important legal isaues which 
only tho highest courts can Bottle, but pub- 
lic opinion has boen stirred up over it, and 
in quite a number of constituencies a parlia 
meutarian's retontion of hia Boat might de 
pend on how he votod in a diviaion of which 
Manitoba's school legislation was tho sub 
j-ict. This ia not primarily tho fiult of tho 
Dominion Government or its friends. Tho 
Manitoba law abolishing tho separate 
Bchool privileges therotofure accorded to 
Roman Catholics waB admittedly hurried 
into existenco if not originated by the Jesu 
its Estates' legislation and Nationalist crua 
ado in Quebec. In Quebec appeal wub made 
to ono set of religious prejudices and 
Manitoba to another. Tho object in both 
cases waa selfish. Tho actors in ebci in 
instance were Liberals, political friends and 
associates of and co-wo. iters with Mr. Liur 
ier. In faoo of such a situation public men 
cf even moderate courage might heB 
itate to pronounce themselves. Mr, 
Laurier, however, has no excuse. He 
is chief of a party; he has poacd 
and has boen pointed to in this 
provinca as tho champion of the op 
preased Catholic and Fronch-Bpeaking 
minority in Manitoba. Within a fortnight 
Catholio papers of this province have been 
commending him for the cnurage of hia re 
pnrted utterances at St. Lin, a courage that, 
if it existed at any time, must have ovapor 
ated on tho journoy botween Quebec and 
Manltobi. From saying, as ho is claimed 
by his friends to havo said at St. Lin, that 
the Manitoba public schools were Protestant 
schools, that to compel Unman Catholics to 
send their children to them was an iojuatioo, 
and that he, if he had tho power, would 
remedy tho injuatice, to declaring at Win- 
nipeg that he thought thia Catholic achool 
queation would meet with a very fair hoar 
iog in Parliament and that he ehould cer- 
tainly not forget the amount of information 
he had just received, is a fall indeed. It is 
fair to Sir. Laurier, however, to say, that 
he could not at Winnipeg havo well said 
anything else. For besides acting i 
cowardly part in thia school discussion 
he is acting a dishoneBt part. Ho knows 
the political danger of making in Manitoba 
a declaration on the school question that 
would array the majority of the electorate 
there against his party friends. He knows, 
too, that there is hardly a remote proba- 
bility that parliament will interfere. The 
majority of hiB political supporters outsido 
of Quebec, so far as can be judged by their 
utterances, are opposed to its interfering, 
The Toronto Globe Baid on August 20 : 

" In Manitoba and the West the sound 
Liberal doctrine of provincial rights must 
prevail. Manitoba has abolished separate 
schools, and there reposes in tho Confodera 
tion no power by which these schools can be 
restored. The ogitation for a reversal of 
Manitoba's policy is now simply mischievous, 
The federal government could iasue no order 
that Manitoba would obey. 

The attempt to restore the 
separate school system in Manitoba by out 
side interference is hopeless, and the sooner 
that this is recognized the bettor for all.' 

Toe Hamilton Times, second only to the 
Globe in influence among the Ontario Lib 
erals, said on the 5th instant that "educa- 
tion ia a matter under provincial control, 
according to the constitution, and it seems 
to us that all moans of obtaining redress 
from the Provincial Legislature should be 
exhausted before looking further afield." 
The Manitoba Liberal papers are united 
againBt Federal interforono with the prov 
ince's legislation. Mr. Laurier could not 
hope, in face of such utterances, even if he 
was in power instead of opposition, to carry 
through Parliament a resolution over-riding 
the Manitoba law. Ho has nover said in 
Parliament that he would, or that ho thought 
he could. He has, it ia truo, voted non- 
confidence in tho Government for not pur 
auing a course different from that 
laid down in tho Dominion statutes, but 
it wa' on a resolution framed by Mr. 
MoCaithy, the pronounced enemy of Unman 
Catholic schools, if not tho enemy of Roman 
Catholica, a resolution that moant absolute 
ly nothing except that its author was desir 
ous of injuring the Govorumont. There is, 
howovor, a reason greater than that of po- 
litical exigency, which is likely to prevent 
Mr. Laurier, or any ono elso in Parliament, 
through actinn of that body, from directly 
helping the Manitoba Catholics in their 
achool difficulty. Tho Supremo court, in- 
torproting tho deciaion of tho Judicial com 
mitteo ef tho Privy council, und up- 
plying tho principles thorcin laid down 
to tho questiouB submitted to it by 
tho Government, has said that the Do 
minion Parliamont does not have the 
powor under the constitution to interfere 
for tho reliof of tho Manitoba CatholicB, 
Tho prosumption is, until tho Privy Council 
again pronouuoea itH viowa, that only tho 
Munitoba legialaturo can change tho cou 
ditions complained against. Any ordor tho 
government might iasue or any act parlia 
ment might pass would fail from itB inherent 
illegality, and its only efrbct would bo to 
causo troublo und expenao to tho partieB it 
was desirod to benefit. Mr. Luurier**know6 
all this, but has not tho manliness to say 
so. He is seeking to make votes among tho 
Catholics of Quebec iu tho character of a 
Catholic school champion und is putting oil 
tho Cutholice of Manitoba with subterfugos 
as palpable as they uro coutomptiblo Ho 
cannot hopo to find either profit or honor iu 
the du»l character ho has assumed.

To the EDITOR : — Hon. Mr. Laurior, now 
on a vibit to tnis province, reminds me of 
Mr. Charlton's visit in 1SSG Mr. Laurier, 
aa I understond, has come to educate the 
people of the Paoific Coast up to Liberal 
ideas ; in other words, to inoculate thorn 
with sundry political fallacies from which 
they are at present almost entirely free, 

At the meeting on Monday night in the 
market hall, Mr. Liurioris reported to huve 
said : " Tho rosoutces of British Columbia 
have not been developed as Ihey might have 
been owing to the vicious policy pursued at 
Ottawa. [Was this an illusion to the ob- 
structive policy of the Mackenzie govern- 
ment as to tho C. P. railway ?] Tho Lib- 
erals wished to bring about freedom of trado 
as it is in England, "Ho came hero to preach 
the gospel of free trade." 

A c -rtain military ohaplain when lootur- 
ing iu Victoria a fuw years ago, made the re- 
mark that, he had observed in the peoplo of 
tho Pacific side, a certain alertnoss of mind, 
a general state of being wide awako which 
he had not mot with elsewhere. 

No le>a a man than Lord Dufferiu on hiB 
visit hero soon after Confederation express- 
ed his surprise at the general grasp of tho 
situation poBsoosed and given out by somo 
of our looal politicians, at an interview on 
the highly interesting question of " Carnar- 
von terms or Boparation." So that I do not 
think British Columbiana are much In want 
of the gentle spiriting of Mr, Laurier and 
his frionds. 

At the Saanich meeting Mr. Fisher is ro- 
portod to havo said that tho prices of farm 
produuo did not keep up in Victoria, beoause 
of the cheok of protection. 

The Hon. Mr. FruBer did not understand 
how the peoplo of British Columbia could 
support protection. 

I can toll Hon. Mr. Frasor and Mr' 
Fisher that by tho adoption of a protective 
tariff a duty of §2 per thousand greatly 
checked tho importation of foreign lumber, 
almost the only kind used ; $5 a head on 
cattle greatly encouraged our own breiders. 
Hay sutqact to a duty certuinly lowered iri 
prico — it was :hen $'-'5 and more — hut tho 
money went to our farmers, an impetus was 
at once given to farming, which was taken 
up by industrious and more moneyed men. 
A alight check was produced by adopting 
in full tho Dominion tariff. 

Mr. Gibson has his fling by saying that 
British Columbians are well i ff, not because, 
but in spite of protection ! ! 

Do Hon. Mr. Laurier, Hon. Mr. Frasor 
and their frionda know how thia community 
(I think I can speak for the greater num- 
ber) regard the free trado policy of England? 
Why, as a suicidal one ! Is not that policy 
suicidal which enables the foreign trader or 
merchant to live on profits obtained in Eng- 
lish markets, and our own handicraftsmen 
condemned to starvation ? Witness tho ruin 
of the Sheffield trade, the sot-back received 
in machinery from Belgian and Gorman com 
petition— apart from tho folly of strikes, 
What about the landed interost, though I 
draw tho line at food ? 

Did not the Liberal party in England — 
Gladstone and Bright, to wit — denude our 
coaling stations for economy's sake, and bo 
place us, in case of war, at the mercy of 
foreign nationB ? Who gavo up tho Ionian 
Islands to Greece ? Not of muoh conse 
quenco, perhaps. Who wub willing to sell 
Gibraltar to the Spaniards ? Who but Lib 
eral Gladstone ! Was all this patriotic ' 
With sincere thanks, the Liberal party is

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BABY'S NEW SLUMBER NEST. 



It Is a Grcnt Wicker Basket Draped In Silk 

1111(1 I.IICC. 

The swaying slumber nest -which has 
for so Ions R time occupied ouo corner 
of the nursery lias heen banished in 
favor of a, stationary affair, quito as 
charming and more conducive, so it is 
said, to tlio woo occupant's health. The 
rooking motion of the old fashioned 
cradlo has been declared injurious to 
baby's brain, and anxious mothers are 
replacing tho old standbys with infan- 
tile beds of newer make. 

These look like great -wicker baskets 
mounted on cross logs of wiokerwork. 
Some of them ore shaped like a shell,

and when this stylo is selected a dainty 
idea is to lino it throughout with the 
faintest shade of seoshell pink, dra- 
peries and trimmings following suit. 
At the head of tho basket is a tripod. 
This supports tho canopy, which, by tho 
bye, does not shade tho crib, but fulls to 
tho floor in curtains, tied back in much 
tho stylo of those at a Frenchily draped 
dressing table. Sometimes a lining of 
tinted cambric, sateou or silk is fitted 
over the wicker body of tho bed and 
entirely covered with luce. Tho cur- 
tains must, of course, bo laco covered, 
and quilt and pillows must follow out 
the idea. 

An exquisite summer crib, enameled 
white, lias draperies of white silk em- 
broidered in a design of rosebuds and 
violets. Each .corner of tho wicker 
basket is decked with a laco rosette, 
centered witli a tiny nosegay of silk 
rosebnds and violets, and ono largo 
bunch of blossoms adorns tho curtain 
swung tripod. Another warm weather 
Blumber nook for baby's use, described 
in Golden Days, is fitted up in a less ox- 
pensive but equally charming manner. 
The curtains of this crib aro developed 
in crape paper and are ruffled and roset- 
ted and bowed in as fanciful a manner 
as if the glossiest silks and tho filmiest 
laces comprised tho garnitures. 



Canning Fruits. 

All fruits may bo canned with or 
without sugar, though tho majority of 
housewives favor the former. All largo 
fruits alter paring should bo thrown 
into cold water at once to prevent dis- 
coloration, then boiled in clear water 
until tender and then again in the 
sirup. Small fruits retain their shape 
more perfectly if sugared ono or two 
hours before cooking. 

Glass jars witli porcelain lined or glass 
tops are tho best articles in which to 
preserve fruit. They should bo thorough- 
ly heated before filling, filled quickly 
to overflowing, a silver spoon handle 
should be passed around tho inside of 
tho jar to break any air bubbles that 
may be there, and tho tops screwed on 
Without delay. Stand tho jars while till- 
ing on a folded towel to prevent break- 
age. After sealing stand tho jars in a 
warm part of the kitchen over night. 
In the morning tho covers should again 
bo tightened, as the glass will contract 
after cooling, and then put them away 
in a cool, not cold, dry, dark closet. 

In a week examino each jar carefully 
without shaking or disturbing more 
than necessary. If the lids are indented, 
tho contents free from air bubbles and 
tlio liquid settled, you may rest assured 
they will keep. If tlio opposite of these 
conditions is found, open the jars at 
once to prevent bursting. This fruit 
may be recookod and used at once, but 
is never satisfactory if canned again.

Select a pasteboard box about three 
inches deep and big enough to allow of 
making two generous divisions. Cut a 




strip of cardboard of tho exact width 
and depth of the box to servo as a par- 
tition.

A By-Law to Enable tlio Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to raise; tho sum 
of §150,000 for Water Works Pur 
poses. 

Whoreas'it ia oxpodiont and necessary to 
raise a aum of money for extondlng nnd Im- 
proving thoBupply of water of tho water worka 
ot the City of Victoria to tlio inhabitants 
thoroof, nnd for that purpose to raiso by way 
of loan upon tho credit of tho said city the sum 
ot 8160.000i 

And whereas it will requlro the mini of 
37,731 to ho raised annually by rato lor tho pay- 
ment of tho new debt and interest; 

And whereas tho whole ratablo land and 
Imtrovements or real proporly of tho said cor 
potation Of the City cf Victoria, according to 
tho laEt revised assessment roll for thu year 
1891, is $15,559,370.10; 

And whereas it will requiro an annual rate 
of ono half of ono mill In tlio dollar for paying 
such new dobt and interest; 

And whereas this By-law shall not bo altered 
or repealed except with tho consent cf tho 
Lieuionunt Govornor-in Council.

Sec. 1. Itahall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit of the said Corporation by way 
of tho dobontures hereinafter mentioned from 
any porson or persona, body or bodies corpor- 
ate who may bo willing to advance tho samo 
ns a loan, a sum of money not oxcoodlng In tho 
whole tho aura of 8 150,000 currency (or sterling 
money, at the rato of -1.80 2-3 dollars to tho ono 
pound sterling), and to cauao all sums bo raised 
or received to bo paid into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer of tho Bald Corporation, for tho 
purpose and with the object herelnbeforo re- 
cltod. 

Sec. 2. It Bhall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cause any number ot debentures to be mado, 
executed and Issued for auch sums aa may bo 
required, not oxceoding, however, tho aum of 
$150,000, olthor in currency (or sterling money

It Bhall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to causo tho Baid debonturoa and tho intoreat 
coupons, either or both, to bo made payablo at 
such place, either in Groat Britain, tho United 
States of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo desired, 

Soc. 0. For the purpose of raising annually a 
certain specific sum for tho payment of tho in- 
terest on tho said debonturoa during their cur- 
rency, thero shall bo raised annually tho sum 
of 80,750, and for the purposo of raiblng annu- 
ally a certain specillc sum for the payment of 
tho dobt at maturity, there shall bo raised an- 
nually the sum of S9S5. 

Sec. 7. Tho said annual sums in ihonc xt pre- 
ceding paragraph mentioned shall bo raiaed 
and levied in each year by a rate aufllcient 
therefor on all tho ratablo land or improve- 
ments orroil property in the Municipality o£ 
tho said Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
during the continuance of tho Baid dobouturea 
or any ot them.

Matabeleland— a Groat Country— a 
Great Past and a Groat 
Fntnro. 

Interest iuflf Letter From Bulawayo— 
Graud Tribute to the Late 
Galluut Mt'jor Wilaou. 



Subjoined is a letter and other interesting 
information rcoiived by Mr. R. MuMunuB 
from an uctivo participant in the recent suo- 
oeBsful campaign against King Lobongnla of 
Matabelo, and ono who— it will bo reool- 
lected — led the soaroh party that recovered 
the remains of the late Maj )r Wilson and 
his band of heroes : 

BCLAVVAYO, Juno 29, 189-t 

" Dkah Mao:— Thanks fir your lotter, 
am glad to hear from you always— I have 
givou your lutter to Dr. JamieBon, the ad- 
ministrator, who is Bonding Bamo to the 
CapB Town oflico. ' " ' 

" Ycb, we have, aa you cay, added another 
little slice to tho Empiro, but have not got 
muoh thanks for tho Batne from the ' Little 
England ' party for doing bo, although the 
British South African Co. 'a men— (318 whites 
— did what a very competont military auth- 
ority in this country auid he would want at 
leaat 5,000 regulars to taokle the Matabelo. 

"I was 'soou ing' for tho Salisbury col- 
umn and had two very close oalls ; tho day 
poor Captain Williams wus killed wo were in 
all i ho are and got noarly surrounded by 250 
Kaffirs before wo were awaroof it, the coun- 
try Doing pretty bushy. 1 had a Martini 
bullet come into a sack I had laid in front 
of me and into a pair of boots at tho Bern- 
tore tight. Allen Wilson's band of heroes 
woro a gi and lot of men. Wilson had been 
working tor me ainoo I oume out hero and I 
shall never get a man to tako his place or do 
his work as ho did it. 

" This is a vory lino country and thero 
should bo a great future before it, very cold 
this time of tho year, and no fever for thoBO 
who have nono ih their systems. 

"The gold proapoots — bo far as surface 
indications go — are vory encouraging and, 
when wo have ohoaper communication, thia 
country will soon advance rapidly. The 
growth of tho town already is very rapid. 
1 have been with this company ( IJaohuana- 
land Exploration Co.) ever einOd I camo out, 
not with tho B. S. A. Co. 

" With regmd to prospects at preaont, I 
say for a man that has a small capital of a 
few hundred pounds (§1,000) it is as good 
a one bb any country in the woitd, us it 
must have been u country which has already 
produced an enormous amount of gold by 
the very largo old workirgs which t4>e have 
come serosa, and tho old ruina also. We 
found ten old cannon on one old ruinetl 
fort, but so far no oue has been able to dis- 
cover who brought them hero. It muet be 
a country with a lost hiBtory. 

" Thero is a very largo gold-beuring area, 
and. there is not the least doubt thero will 
be discovered, or already havo been discov- 
ered, sotiio very rich mines. I havoot! thia 
company's behalf over GOO quartz claims. 

"1 Bond you the two rags (newspapers) 
of this place. Tho Argus company are going 
to start a piper here also, so one of thete 
"rags" will go to the wall. It 
iB very enterprising, only seven months 
after we have occupied the country to have 
two papers, and wo are 800 miles from tho 
railway. We are getting fast civilized. . 

" I am writing to Jim Pike this week, as 
I have still the ' Orphan's Homo.' " I have 
Been some men from Calgary, who have 
coono here thia month— people aro coming 
in every day, and buildings are going up on 
all sides. 

"I Bhall ba goin^ homo before many 
montha, and shall bo glad of a change for a 
little. . . 

" Bdliovo me yours Bincorely, 

" Maurice R, Gutokd." 

The Honorable M. R. Gilford is a brother 
of Hight Honoiablo Lord Gilford, V.C., (of 
Ashantee fame) who is a member of the 
board of directors of tho British South 
African Company, of which the Duke of 
Aborcorn, KG., is president, and the Djke 
of Fife, K T, vice-president. Mr. Gilford 
for Beverat yeara farmed successfully 820 
acreB of land near Qu'Apoclle, N.W.T., 
and distinguished himself ub a member of 
"French's" scouts during the No.'thwest 
rebellion in 18S5. Subsequently was cm- 

ployS aa manage* ^ one ol sir ,John LvBr - er- 

K2.ye's farms in tho Northwest. 

Tho land policy of tho B.S.A. Co. la 
liberal in tho extreme. Tho earlier settlers 
in thoir territories received a film 
grant of .'1,000 acres. Thcso grautfl 
carry special privileges. Occupation ia 
not compu'sorv and tho annual quit 
vent ia only S5 inatead of $15 aa in or- 
dinary oises, and tho right transferable. 
These pioneers' rights command at present 
prices varying from §250 to f 100 each, and 
are only applicable to Masbonaland. Iu 
Matabeleland the company does not propose 
at present to disposo of any land under 75 
cants per morgen (i.e., half acre) or $1 00 
per acre. However, tho " Mitabelo Volun- 
teer Farm right," which entitles the holder 
to 3,000 act'oa of laud within tho terriiory, 
carrying u nominal annual quit rent of §2 50 
and ia trantferuble and occupation not com- 
pulsory, may bo purchusod atpricea varying 
from $250 to $700 each. Tho claims aro 
being rapidly bought up chiefly by syndi- 
cates and companies. 

All mineral rights aro rosorved by the 
company. Tho mining laws will soon bo 
published, the provisos and conditiona of 
which havo boon pronounced by ono of tho 
leading American experte of tho day ( Prof 
Hammond of California) as tho belt extanct 
possessing many improvements on both tho. 
Transvaal and Amorican codes. The Profes- 
sor is now engaged in making a systematic 
mineral exploration, in addition to which 
private prospectors swarm ovor the faeo of 
the country. Tho roctnt gold finds in tho 
Mauia* Mountain region, about 150 miloa 
from Bulawayo, are pronounced to be ex- 
ceptionally rich, not only in quartz but also 
in placor deposits. 

"Stands" or town lots in Bulawayo the 
capital city of Matabelo land, although but 
a Bhort time on tho markot aroboing rapid- 
ly disposed of to purchasers by the company.

ted, and what but a Bhort time ago was at- 
tributed to bo tho illusory droam of this 
modern Clivo, promises fair to bo an accom- 
plished fact in thenext decade, Similartoour 
own C. P, R.— whioh »1bo at inooption was 
looked upon (by political oppouontB) as an 
illusory dream— tho attendant results of a 



great African continental railway through 
liritish torritnry will be magical in effect. 

Tho "raga" mentioned by Mr. Gilford in 
his lotter tro written MSS. and cyclostyled. 
They aro " Tho Matabole Times atd Mining 
Journal," and tho Matabale News and Min- 
ing Record." Both papers exhibit a goodly 
advertising patronage, which is the main 
point, aro well gottoa up as regards editori- 
als and reading matter, items of nowa, etc , 
and strong examples of journalistic enter- 
priso, under excrtptional difficulties is the 
editorial endoavor to " fill a long felt waul" 
in tho crude community of Bulawayo. 

Tho maikat reportB and ads. are interest- 
ing reading. To judge from tho former 
markot gardening must be a profitable 
undertaking in the neighborhood of Bula- 
wayo and tho other cities. Where cab- 
bages sell for 25c, a head must be a happy 
laud for the hui-bandmun. Board is adver- 
tised at fiom $1 50 to $-1 per day.

Not Interested. 

Chicago, Sopt. 13. — Tho already much 
discussed government report will not 
"down." It still continues to receive at- 
tention of a hostile nature, howovcr, and to 
indirectly all'jct tho grain markots. Tho 
criticismby statisticiansof tho corrrectuesB of 
the figures was the principal factor in tho 
oom market, and to somB extent also in 
tho whoat market to-day. The trade 
took more Btock in tho private thon 
in tho ollicial figures, tho former estimating 
a much larger ciop than tho latter and the 
markets wero weak in conai qnence. At the 
beginning of trading wheat was eaBy, in 
sympathy with the weakness in corn and on 
freo selling by yesterday's buyerB. Tho do- 
pressed feeling was also assisted by the 
" Cincinnati Prico Current," which esti- 
mated tho wheat crop at about 20,000,000 
bushels mora than tho government report 
indicated; the principal buying boing by 
local " shorts " and holders of " puts." 
The early weakness brought out a great deal 
of wheat, Pardridge being credited with 
selling a million bushels. Prices through- 
out tho session fluctuated within u narrow 
range, and while tho trading was fair, it 
was confined to the local crowd, outsiders 
manifesting but very little interest. Tho 
receipts at Chicago wtro light, 151 
cjtiv, ono oar more than estimated, while 
in the Northwest they were fairly good, 
Continental cablusare steady, boing » shade 
lower at Paris aod 1! -rlin and ui changed at 
Antwerp.
